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The State Department of Public Welfare has transferred its library collection 
to the State Library. The materials will be integrated into the State Library's 
collection, and available to all users of the State Library.

The State Library participates in Montana's Committee on Statewide Health Sci- 
ences Library Services organized under the auspices of the WICHE, Intermountain 
Regional Medical Program. This Committee is engaged in the preparation of a 
union list of journals indexed in Abridged Index Medicus. 

On September 21, the U. S. Senate, by a vote of 60 to 0, passed S. 3318 , the 
Library Services and Construction Amendments of 19 70 . This would extend the 
Act to June 30, 1976 and consolidate the library programs relating to the in- 
stitutionalized and handicapped (Title IV-A and B) with the Title I program. 
Companion bills H.R. 19363 and 19364 have been reported out of the House Select 
Subcommittee on Education and approved for full committee consideration. 

Mrs. Harriett C. Meloy has been appointed head librarian of the Montana Histor- 
ical Society. A staff member for 13 years, Mrs. Meloy had been acting librarian 
for a year following the retirement of Miss Mary Derapsey. Mrs. Meloy is active 
in civic services, and was appointed recently by Governor Anderson to the State 
Board of Education. 

Henry A. Fontaine has been named Library Program Officer for the Office of Ed- 
ucation, DHEW, Region VIII, in Denver. Mr. Fontaine most recently was Director 
of the Jefferson County Public Library, Golden, Colorado. As Library Program 
Officer, he is responsible for providing technical assistance and guidance to 
Office of Education Library program grantees in Region VIII. 

Richard L. Darling , former professor of library science at the University of 
Montana , and most recently Director of the Department of Instructional Materials 
at the Montgomery County (Maryland) Public Schools, has been named Dean of the 
Faculty of Library Service at Columbia University, New York City. 

Brother John Federowicz , C.S.C., has been named librarian at Carroll College, 
succeeding Father Frank Domitrovich. 
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Mrs. Patricia Jarvi has been named librarian of the Whitefish Public Library, 
effective November 1, to succeed Mrs. Dorothy Hunter, who has resigned. 

Mrs. Ruth Sommerfeld has succeeded Mrs. Mildred Johnston as librarian of the 
Wibaux Woman's Club Library .
